that conflicts with this Act to the extent of the conflict; providing for the effect of 14 

this Act in relation to the duties of the Sheriff of Charles County; establishing 15 

that the Assistant Sheriff of Charles County shall resolve any dispute 16 

concerning the application of this Act; providing for the scope of this Act; 17 

defining certain terms; and generally relating to rights of a correctional officer 18 

in Charles County.

ASSETS, SOURCE OF INCOME, DEBTS, OR PERSONAL OR DOMESTIC 15 

EXPENDITURES, INCLUDING THOSE OF A MEMBER OF THE CORRECTIONAL 16 

OFFICER’S FAMILY OR HOUSEHOLD, UNLESS: 17 

 

  (1) THE INFORMATION IS NECESSARY TO INVESTIGATE A 18 

POSSIBLE CONFLICT OF INTEREST WITH RESPECT TO THE PERFORMANCE OF 19 

THE CORRECTIONAL OFFICER’S OFFICIAL DUTIES; OR 20 

 

  (2) THE DISCLOSURE IS REQUIRED BY FEDERAL OR STATE LAW. 21 

 

 (D) A CORRECTIONAL OFFICER MAY NOT BE DISCHARGED, 22 

DISCIPLINED, DEMOTED, OR DENIED PROMOTION, TRANSFER, OR 23 

REASSIGNMENT, OR OTHERWISE DISCRIMINATED AGAINST IN REGARD TO THE 24 

CORRECTIONAL OFFICER’S EMPLOYMENT OR BE THREATENED WITH THAT 25 

TREATMENT BECAUSE THE CORRECTIONAL OFFICER: 26 

 

  (1) HAS EXERCISED OR DEMANDED THE RIGHTS GRANTED BY 27 

THIS SUBTITLE; OR 28 

 

  (2) HAS LAWFULLY EXERCISED CONSTITUTIONAL RIGHTS. 29 

 

 (E) A STATUTE MAY NOT ABRIDGE AND THE SHERIFF’S OFFICE MAY 30 

NOT ADOPT A REGULATION THAT PROHIBITS THE RIGHT OF A CORRECTIONAL 31 
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OFFICER TO BRING SUIT THAT ARISES OUT OF THE CORRECTIONAL OFFICER’S 1 

DUTIES AS A CORRECTIONAL OFFICER. 2 

 

 (F) A CORRECTIONAL OFFICER MAY WAIVE IN WRITING ANY OR ALL 3 

RIGHTS GRANTED BY THIS SUBTITLE. 4

OBTAINED BECAUSE THE INDIVIDUAL WAS PRESENT AT AND OBSERVED THE 20 

ALLEGED INCIDENT; OR 21 

 

   (IV) THE PARENT OR GUARDIAN OF THE MINOR CHILD, IF 22

BE INFORMED OF THE NAME, RANK, AND COMMAND OF: 2

   (II) THE INTERROGATING OFFICER; AND 4 

 

   (III) EACH INDIVIDUAL PRESENT DURING AN 5

  (2) BEFORE AN INTERROGATION, THE CORRECTIONAL OFFICER 7 

UNDER INVESTIGATION SHALL BE INFORMED IN WRITING OF THE NATURE OF 8 

THE INVESTIGATION. 9 

 

 (E) UNLESS THE SERIOUSNESS OF THE INVESTIGATION IS OF A DEGREE 10 

THAT AN IMMEDIATE INTERROGATION IS REQUIRED, THE INTERROGATION 11 

SHALL BE CONDUCTED AT A REASONABLE HOUR, PREFERABLY WHEN THE 12 

CORRECTIONAL OFFICER IS ON DUTY. 13 

 

 (F) THE INTERROGATION SHALL TAKE PLACE: 14 

 

  (1) AT THE OFFICE OF THE COMMAND OF THE INVESTIGATING 15 

OFFICER OR AT THE OFFICE OF THE CORRECTIONAL OFFICER UNDER 16 

INVESTIGATION, AS DESIGNATED BY THE INVESTIGATING OFFICER; OR 17 

 

  (2) AT ANOTHER REASONABLE AND APPROPRIATE PLACE. 18 

 

 (G) (1) ALL QUESTIONS DIRECTED TO THE CORRECTIONAL OFFICER 19 

UNDER INTERROGATION SHALL BE ASKED BY AND THROUGH ONE 20 

INTERROGATING OFFICER DURING ANY ONE SESSION OF INTERROGATION 21 

CONSISTENT WITH PARAGRAPH (2) OF THIS SUBSECTION. 22 

 

  (2) EACH SESSION OF INTERROGATION SHALL: 23 

 

   (I) BE FOR A REASONABLE PERIOD; AND 24 

 

   (II) ALLOW FOR PERSONAL NECESSITIES AND REST 25 

PERIODS AS REASONABLY NECESSARY. 26 

 

 (H) THE CORRECTIONAL OFFICER UNDER INTERROGATION MAY NOT BE 27 

THREATENED WITH TRANSFER, DISMISSAL, OR DISCIPLINARY ACTION. 28 
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 (I) (1) (I) ON REQUEST, THE CORRECTIONAL OFFICER UNDER 1 

INTERROGATION HAS THE RIGHT TO BE REPRESENTED BY COUNSEL OR 2
